XCEEDING even the success of the 

charity card party held for the 
same purpose on October 19 of last 
year, the Floral Bridge Party held at 
the Copley-Plaza Hotel on the after- 
noon of Friday, March 28, 1941, re- 
sulted in a total of $389.00 for the 
benefit of the Shriners’ Hospital for 
Crippled Children at Springfield, with 
returus not yet compiete. 


The first card party sponsored by 
Aleppo Temple in over five years last 
October brought in $380.40, with 665 
tickets sold and 282 players participat- 
ing. Present returns for the March 28 
party already show a sale of 644 
tickets, with 264 players participating, 
and proceeds of $389.00 from donations 
and the sale of tickets and candy. 


The sincere thanks of Aleppo Temple 
are extended to the committee of ladies, 
with Mrs. Leverett Saltonstall as Hon- 
orary Chairman, who made possible 
this very successful occasion. In addi- 
tion to the necessary preparatory work, 
as well as personal supervision which 
assured a most pleasant afternoon for 
all, the committee consisting of Mrs.

355.43, for the eleven months ending 
February 29, 1940, as of which date 
there were 1288 hopeful boys and girls 
on the waiting list.

HE total membership of the Shrine 

continues at more than 300,000. A 
compilation of returns from the Temples 
reveals the news that there are 307,994 
Nobles now enrolled in good standing 
on the rosters of the 159 Temples of 
the Order. 


Syria (Pittsburgh) leads with 12,236, 
Not very far behind with a membership 
of 11,517 is Medinah (Chicago), In 
third place, retaining a strong position 
in the race for leadership, is Al Malai- 
kah (Los Angeles) with 10,819. Aleppo 
(Boston) is fourth with 9,260; Lu Lu 
(Philadelphia) is fifth with 8,663; 
Islam (San Francisco) is sixth with 
6444; Al Koran (Cleveland) is seventh 
with 5,010. These are the seven Temples 
with membership of over 5,000. 


Seven Temples are in the 4000 class. 
Irem (Wilkes-Barre) with 4,755, Aladdin 
(Columbus) with 4,458, Kismet (Brook- 
lyn) with 4,183, Zembo (Harrisburg) 
with 4,147, Beni Kedem (Charleston) 
with 4,036 and Crescent (Trenton) with 
4.0384. 


Temples having membership in the 
3.000 bracket are Zuhrah (Minneapo- 
lis), Moslem (Detroit), Murat (Indian- 
apolis), Aahmes (Oakland), Salaam 
(Newark), Nile (Seattle), Hella (Dal- 
las), Moolah (St. Louis), Al Kader 
(Portland), Ismailia (Buffalo), Trip- 
oli (Milwaukee), Ararat (Kansas 
City), Rajah (Reading), Mecca (New 
York), Arabia (Houston), Syrian (Cin- 
cinnati), and Almas (Washington). 


There are nineteen Temples in the 
2.000 class. 


Pennsylvania leads in the state en- 
roliment of the Nobility with 38,039 
fez-wearers in its seven Temples. 
California's five Temples total 24,663 
while New York has 19,950 Nobles in 
ten Temples. The five Temples of 
Illinois have a combined membership 
of 18.974, with Ohio following with 
17.647 in its six Temples. Texas lists 
17,531 in its ten Temples, with Massa- 
chusetts showing 10,820"in the two 
Temples in that state. The combined 
membership of the nine Temples located 
in Canada is 6,922. Luxor in far-away 
St. John, N. B.. with 301, Anezeh in 
distant Mexico City with 302 and Philae 
in Halifax, N. S., with 308 are the 
Temples with the least numbers of 
members.
